by Mayor Bates, the highwaymen still are 
busy in that suburb. Last night Miss Mary 
Cramer of 827 Foster street was knocked 
down and robbed of $6. When Mary and 
Carrie Cramer were returning home they no- 
ticed a man following them in Emerson 
street, near the Chicago and Northwestern 
raijroad tracks. When they reached Asbury 
avenue he seized Mary. The girl wrested 
herself from the man's grasp and struck him 
in the face. | 

The man attempted to grasp her again, 
when Miss Cramer, overcome by the nervous 
shock, fell in a faint to the sidewalk. As 
she did-so the highwayman grabbed her 
pocketbook, containing $6, and ran. Halfa 
block away he jumped into a carriage that 
was waiting for him and drove away. The 
screams of Carrie Cramer attracted a num- 
ber of passersby, but the highwayman 
escaped. — 


To Make All Citizens Policemen. 

I am going to appoint every able-bodied 
man in Evanston a member of the police 
force,“ said Mayor Bates last night after 
the robbery, “if this epidemic of holdups 
and thievery is not suppressed. I don’t want 
this kind of lawlessness to get a foothold 
in Evanston, and prompt action is needed. 
I issued the order to shoot down men caught 
in the act of commiting a robbery or hold- 
up because I believe this is the best and 
cheapest way to get rid of that class of men. 

Chief of Police Bartram takes a less serious 
view of the situation. 

“We have had only one serious affair of 
this kind,“ he said, and that was the Mo- 
Kinnie robbery. Of course a number of 
houses have been entered in South Evans- 
ton, but nothing of great value was taken. 
We have had this trouble nearly every year, 
and I do not think that matters are any 
worse now than formerly.“ 


Discussing Mayor’s Letter. 
Pastors and church members of Evanston 
offer little criticism to the letter direct- 
ing policemen to shoot to kill burglars 
and highwaymen. Many say the part 
of the letter calling for shooting in pref- 
erence to the arrest of criminals doubt-

intended to be carried out. A majority be- 
lieve that the police force is doing all in its 
power to end the series of burglaries and 
holdups, but think that the present force is 
inadequate to cover the whole town. 

The Rev. B. A. Greene, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church, said: 

It is strong language for the chief execu- 
tive of Evanston to use. Of course, vigorous 
steps must be taken. If thieves resist they 
should be shot, but the policeman should at- 
tempt to maim, rather than kill, They ought 
to be arrested, if possibie.”’ 2 | 
~ “If the mien are caught in the act they 
should be shot,” said the Rev. J. F. Loba of 
the First Congregational Church, “ but I 
hardly think it is best to advocate the idea of 
killing, rather than the taking of prisoners.” 

The Rev. William MacAfee of the First 
Methodist Church thought that the course 
advised in the letter should not be followed. 
“ Of course, in case of resistance the offender 
should be shot,“ he said, if other forcible 
measures do not prevail. I think that more 
efficient police protection will settle the ques- 
tion.” 

The Rev. John H. Boyd, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, heartily supported the 
Mayor, but he thought that the letter was 
meant to scare the thieves. 

Dr. Robert D. Sheppard said that the police 
should shoot the offender, just as a private 
citizen would do, though perhaps pot to kill. 
“We have a small police force, he said, 
„and they may have to take stringent meth- 
ods, and if so, we must give them our sup- 


port. 
Talks of a Vigilance Committee. 


Volney W. Foster was not disposed to in- 
dorse the letter, neither would he criticise it. 
„Mayor Bates is a fine man, and he has 
the interests of the people of Evanston 
at heart,” he said. “ Perhaps I might differ 
with him in what he sometimes says and in 
the way he says it, but I think that his letter 
will have the desired effect. If this business 
keeps up much longer we will form a vigi- 
lance committee that will do some killing. 
We had one once, and as soon as it was 
formed the trouble ceased.” 
“TI do not wish to criticise the letter,“ 
said Harvey B. Hurd, but it advocates.a 
doctrine that hardly ought to be taught to 
the people.” 
H. H. C. Miller said that the letter con- 
tained good advice. 
James K. Armsby thought the letter was 
not too strong under the circumstances.

GOTHAM PASTOR HOLDS LEADER 
ENTITLED TO CONTEMPT. 


The Rev. Robert 8. McArthur De- 
mounces the Candidate as the Foe 


of Discontent and Envy—Dr.. Park- 
hurst, While the Democratic Nom- 
inee Is Present in His Congregation, 
Announces Sermon on Politics. 


New York, Oct. 28. : {Special.]—William J. 
) Bryan, Democratic didate for President, 
was denounced as rthy only of contempt, 
a dangerous man, a teacher of Anarchy, an 
advocate of the gospel of hate, and’ the foe 
of law and order by the Rev. Robert 8. Mo- 
Arthur this evening. The pastor scored 
the nominee for attacking wealth and at the 
same time wallowing in the mire at the feet 
of the Tammany king, head of a political or- 
ganization grown corpulent by robbing rich 
and Poor. Another sermon along the same 
lines is expected next Sunday when Dr, 
Parkhurst is to take the Presidential elec- 
tion as a text. Croker, long the target for 
this clergyman’s shafts, probably will be 
given attention, and the alliance between the 
national candidate and the Tammany society 
is likely to be discussed. 

An odd feature of the announcement by 
Dr. Parkhurst of his coming address was the 
fact that Mr. Bryan and his wife were at- 
tendants at the service at the time.

Mrs. Hul- 
burt, the boy’s mother, who lives at Fort 
Collins, Colo., Elevator Conductor Christian- 
sen Paulsen, 1364 North Arteglan avenue, and 
Mrs. Martha Gibson of Callburn, Colo., were 
in the elevator and witnessed the accident, 


Boy Falls to the Floor. : 

Mrs. Hulburt, who, with her son, was 
accompanied by Mrs. Gibson, arrived from 
Shortly after 11 o’clock they 
entered the office structure to see officials. 
in the joint ticket agents’ rooms, which are 
on the sixth floor, about railroad transporta- 
tion. The women, followed by the boy, 
stepped into the elevator. Paulsen, the con- 
ductor, elosed the elevator door, pulled the 

, and the car darted upward 

No sooner had the door closed than the 
sereams of the child were heard by the pas- 
sengers and employés in the building. The 
boy, who had one of his tiny hands on his 
mother’s skirt, lunged forward in an unex- 
plainable manner. His head fell against the 
iron bar above the elevator door, which sup- 
ports the small pulley wheels between the 
first and second floors. Paulsen saw imme- 
diately what had occurred and stopped the 
elevator car a few feet from the place where 
the child was hurt. 

The form of the unfortunate child was 
taken out from the car. 
of the elevator and the way the boy was 
struck had caused instant death. Seel 
life was extinct the police were telephoned 
for and the body was removed to the morgue, 
where an inquest will be held this morning. 
The two women wept bitterly as the boy’s 
body was carried from the second floor of the 
structure to the patrol wagon, and soon after 
this Paulsen was overcome with grief. He 
cannot tell how the accident happened. 


Killing of James McManus. 

James McManus was run over and instant- 
ly killed by a trolley car while attempting to 
cross Chicago avenue between Sedgwick 
and Orleans stréts. When struck by the car 
McManus was picked up by the fender, but 
rolled off and under the wheels of the car. 
The car was brought to a standstill directly 
over the prostrate form of the youth, and 
thinking he might be alive, Conductor An- 
drew Pearson sent iu a hurry-up call for 
the wrecking wagon to raise the car. 
the wagon arrived, however, such a large 
crowd gathered that they were able to lift 
the car, allowing the body of McManus to 
He was dead, and the re- 
mains were taken to Smith’s undertaking 
establishment at 131 Chicago avenue. 

Conductor Pearson and Motorman Mc- 
Hughes were arrested and taken to the East 
Chicago Avenue Station, where they were 
later bailed out by Assistant Superintendent 
John Fitzgerald of the Chicago Union Trac- 
tion company. No blame is attached to the 
Meer Donnelly, who asserted that 
McManus darted in front of the car so sud- 
denly there was no time to apply the brakes 
before his form, shadowy in the darkness of 
the street, was beneath the car. McManus, 
who lived with his father, ex-Policeman 
James MeManus, 225 Orleans stree 
messenger at the Board of Trade.

Dolinsky explained the 
bruises by saying he had been held up. 


Quarrel Over a Hydrant, 

A quarrel over the use of a hydrant led to 
a fight yesterday afternoon between Fred- 
erick Oakey and Charles Tuttle and his wife 
in Tuttle’s flat at 753 Carrollavenue. Oakey 
was stabbed near the heart by Tuttle and 
slashed with a hatchet by Mrs. Tuttle, who 
had come to her husband's assistance. 

Oakey is at the County Hospital in a crit- 
iteal condition, aud the physicians say he 
will probably die. Tuttle and his wife are 
locked up at West Chicago Avenue Police 
Station pending the result of their victim's

HOHENLOHE TELLS POSITION. 


Says He Resigned Because He Found 
Himself Being Ignored When Im- 
portant Affairs Came Up. 


BERLIN, Oct. 28.—Prince Hohenlohę today 
made some interestihg statements regarding 
his resignation of the Chancellorship. Al- 
though expressing himself with great cau- 


tion, he cited as the principal reason for re- 


signing the fact that he had noticed for some 
time a growing desire to ignore him on im- 
portant occasions. He admitted that his in- 
creasing deafness, especially in the left ear, 


had made it annoying for Emperor William 


to converse with him. | 

While Prince Hohenlehe would not say 
precisely what recent octasion had particu- 
larly emphasized this inclination to ignore 
him, he asserted that this was the immediate 
cause of his going to Homburg with a writ- 
ten request to relinquish his official burdens. 
This, he said, he presented in person to Em- 
peror William, who seemed astonished, but 
replied that, in view of the advanced age of 
the Prince, he would not urge him to recon- 
sider-the resignation. . 

It also appears that his parting with the 
Kaiser was affectionate, and that both re- 


main on good terms. When Prince Hohen- 


lohe returns to Berlin for the winter he in- 
tends to frequent the court and its festivities, 
his physicians having urged him to this 
course, as they consider that the total ab- 
sence of excitement would endanger his life. 

He is about to go to his ancestral home at 
Schillingsfiirst. Later he will go to Munich, 
und then to Meran, in the Austrian Tyrol, or 
to Italy, where he hopes to get relief from 
an annoying cough. 


BOERS CAPTURE TWO CANNON. 
Seven Cape Police Taken, Eleven Are

a force of Boers attacked and surrounded a 
/ patrol of Cape police with a convoy near

Wednesday and a sharp fight ensued.

“were compelled to abandon two maxims. 


| Ultimately reinforced by the Yeomanry, they 
succeeded in getting away with the convoy, 
| but they lost seven killed, eleven wounded, 


and fifteen captured. The Colonials were 
outnumbered ten to one and the engage- 
ment lasted for two hours. 

The Boers have 15,000 men in the field, 
nearly half of whom are in Orange River 
Colony. These are divided into commandos 
of about 300 each, but are capable of com- 
bination for large operations.“

Dr, Townsend now makes the following 
statement of the midnight call and his con- 
nection with the case: 

It has been stated that the four men made 
two calls at my office. and that the girl was 
alive when the carriage first arrived. They 
came but once, and it wat then too late to 
render aid. When the bell rang at the head 
of the bed I saw it was 2 o'clock. Through 
the tube I asked particulars, and was met 
with the word that an accident victim was 
in a carriage at the door. When the door 
was opened two men, whom I knew as George 
Kerr and Walter McAlister, shoved me aside 
and quickly stepped in. 

There were two men standing at the curb 
near the door of the carriage. I knew Camp- 
bell by sight. Inside the carriage a young 
woman was half seated, half lying across‘the 
back of the seat. Her head lay sideways 
across her breast. I lifted her head and laid 
it back gently. It was limp and lifeless. 

When I climbed into the rig to make a 
closer examination the four men gathered 
at the side of the carriage. I said, ‘I can do 
nothing; she is dead.“ They seemed to draw 
back, and were all together when I stepped 
within the door and left them.”

MEXICO’S CENSUS IS. TAKEN. 


Count of Population Believed to Be More 
Accurate than Any Previous 
One in the Republic. 


Monterey, Mex., Oct. 28.—Special.)—The 
federal census was taken throughout Mexico 
today. Only the population was enumerated. 
Preparations for the work had been in prog- 
ress for some time, and it is believed that 
the enumeration taken today is the most 
complete ever made in this republic. ; 

The census that was taken ten years ago 
was far from complete, for the reason that 
many ignorant natives feared that their 
names were wanted by the authorities for 
the purpose of forcing them into the army, 
and when the enumerators appeared they hid 
themselves. 

This fear was largely overcome in the pres- 
ent effort through the wide distribution of 
public circulars among the people, announc- 
ing the object of the proposed enumeration. 
The priests of every parish in Mexico also 
explained to their parishioners the objects 
of the census, It is believed the figures will 
show a wonderful growth in population 
throughout Mexicéd during the last decade. 


MRS. ELIIAM STONE DEAD.

Mrs. Elijah Stone, mother of Melville E.

He Says Government Depends Much 
on Ite Army, Which Should Always 
Lead—Declares the Exposition Has 
Made France the Admiration of the 
Werld-The Mayers’ Banquet 


PARIS, Oct. 29, 8 . m.—Premler Waldeck- 
Rousseau made a political speech tonight at 


Toulouse outlining the government's policy 


in anticipation of the reassembling of Par- 
liament. The occasion was the laying of the 
corner-stone of the new barracks there. 

The Premier left Paris on Saturday and 
arrived at Toulouse yesterday morning. He 
was received by the Mayor, Senators, and 
Deputies of the department, and other of- 
ficials. The city was gayly decorated, and 
the populace cheered M. Waldeck- Rousseau. 
although a few dissentient voices were heard. 

The Archbishop of Toulouse and Generals 
of the army corps delivered addresses assur - 


ing the Premier, on behalf of the clergy and | 


the army, of respect for him and attachment 
to the republic. Replying to the assurances 


ot the Generals, M. Waldeck-Rousseau sald: 


Army Must Be Strong. 


“The army awakens too many hopes not | 


to be cherished by the country. We are too 
Jealous of the future of the army not to 
strive to have France not merely follow the 
progress of other nations, but to outstrip 
them. We are sure the army will respond 
to these efforts by devoting itself entirely 
to its noble task and will leave nothing in 
its ranks or divisions which will. weaken it.” 

The laying of the corner-stone took place 


in the afternoon. M. Waldeck-Rousseau re- 
served his principal effort for the banquet:

Alluding to what he described as the last 
act of the poignant Dreyfus drama,” he said 
that the judgment was given in complete in- 
dependence and that the decision remained 
respected, but that, at the same time, human- 


ity had found satisfaction in a measure of 


clemency that has been ratified by the gener- 
ous heart of our great country which

We 
have shown ourselves determined to abdicate 
nothing of our rights, and we are convinced 
that aggressive blustering has nothing in 
common with true patriotism.

This period of peace has been filled with 
glorious work. No more fruitful ideas were 
ever agitated than came to the front in the 
exposition congresses.”’ 

M. Waldeck-Rousseau dwelt upon the ne- 
cessity of enforcing discipline among state 
officials. He expressed the hope that the 
budget would be voted and referred to the 
projected diminution of the excise duty on 
alcohol, which is one of the leading internal 
questions. After this he enlarged upon the 


necessity that the chamber should pass a law 


regulating associations, a measure directed 
against religious congregations. He dilated 
upon the dangers attending the accumulation 
by such parties of immense properties and 
the evil of teachings prejudicial to the re- 
public, declaring that the existence of such 
a rival power within the state constitutes an 
intolerable situation which demands an im- 


mediate solution.“ 
Come Out of Crisis Well. 

He also announced that the government 
would present a bill providing for old age 
pensions. 

“The crisis through which we have just 
passed,” he said in concluding, ‘‘ has been 
one of growth. We have triumphed over 
death germs. We appeared to be pros- 
trated, but we find ourselves stronger than 
ever. If we seemed beyond recovery, it was 
only to regain the ardor and union that 
formerly made us so confident and full or 
high hopes. We have restored our shattered 
unity. A great democratic party may be 
formed, with increased activity on the part 
of the government, and increased security 
for our institutions, as well as more liberty, 
more fraternity, and more justice.” 

The speech was followed with cheering 
that lasted several minutes, the assembly 
raising cries of Vive Waldeck- Rousseau 


and Vive la Republique.”

GREAT GAIN IN. €XPORTS. 


Figures Show Shipments of Manufac- 
tured Goods Abroad Amount 
to $1,250,000. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.— [Special 
American manufacturers are not only hold - 
ing their own in the domestic market but 
are rapidly increasing their share in for- 
eign commerce of the country. 

Nearly one-half of the importations are 
now for their use, and more than one-third 
of the exportations are their products. Their 
importations during the nine months ending 
with last September amounted to $281,000,- 
000, a daily average of over $1,000,000, while 
their exports of finished manufactures in 
the same time amounted to $338,000,000, a 
daily average of more than $1,250,000. 

Never before in the history of the country 
have the manufacturers imported so much 
material for use in manufacturing or ex- 
ported so much of finished manufactures. 

In the corresponding period of last year 
the importations of manufacturers’ mate- 
rials amounted to $242,000.000, or $40,000,000 
less than in the nine months just ended, and 
the exports of manufactures amounted to 
$277,000,000, or $60,000,000 less than in the 
corresponding months of this year. 

In the nine months of 1896 ending with Sep- 
tember the importations of manufacturers’ 
materials amounted to $183,000,000, as 
against $281,000,000 in 1900;. and the exports 
of manufactures amounted to $184,000,000, as 
against $338,000,000 in 1900. 

Thus, the manufacturers during the four 
years have increased their importation of 
materials for use in manufacturing more 
than 50 per cent, and increased their exporta- 
tion of finished mahufactures more than 80 
per cent. 

Manufacturers’ materials a decade ago 
formed but 33 per cent of the total importa- 
tions; now they form over 45 per cent; while “ 
finished manufactures, which a decade ago 
formed but 18 per cent of the exports, now 
form over 33 per cent. 

The following table shows the importa- 
tions of manufacturers’ materials and the 
exportations of manufactured goods in nine 
months ending with September in each year

DESHRTER LEADS REBELS. 


GENERAL IN 
ARMY. 


DAVID FAGIN. 18 


Formerly Member of Twenty-fourth 
Infantry—Several Severe Engage- 
ments Between American Soldiers 
and Natives—Captain Hall Pursues 
Fagitive Leader Through the 
Mountains — Commission Revising 
Customs Tariffs. 


MANILA, Oct. 28.—A civilian launch tow- 
ing a barge loaded with merchandise near 
Arayat was attacked by a force of 150 in- 
surgents under David Fagin, a deserter from 
the Twenty-fourth Infantry. The American 
troops on hearing the firing turned out in 
force before the boat could be looted and 
captured. 

Fagin, who holds the rank of General 
among the insurgents, has sworn special 
enmity toward his former company. Of the 
twenty men he captured a month ago seven 
have returned. One was killed in a fight, his 
body being horribly mutilated. Fagin sends 
messages to his former comrades threaten- 
ing them with violence if they become his 
prisoners. It was Fagin's men who captured 
Lieutenant Frederick W. Alstaetter, who is 
still a prisoner. 

Scouting Detachments Attacked. 

While scouting near Looc, a detachment of 
the Twentieth and Twenty-eighth Regiments, 
under Captain Beigler, were attacked by 400 
insurgents armed with rifles, under the com- 
mand of a white man whose nationality is 
not known to the Americans. The insur- 
gents for the most part were intrenched. 

After an heroic fight Captain Beigler drove 
off the enemy, killing more than seventy-five. 
The fight lasted for two hours. Captain 
Beigler and three privates were slightly 
wounded and two of the Americans were 

Troops Forced to Retire. 

An engagement took place on Oct. 24 be- 
tween detachments of the Third Cavalry 
and the Thirty-third Volunteer Infantry, 
numbering 60, and a force of insurgents in- 
cluding 400 rifiemen and 1,000 bolomen. The 
fighting was desperate. Finally, under pres- 
sure of overwhelming numbers, the Ameri- 
cans were compelled to retire on Narvican. 

Lieutenant George L. Febiger and four pri- 
vates were killed, nine were wounded, and 
four are missing. Twenty-nine horses are 
missing. A.number of teamsters were cap- 
tured by the insurgents, but were subse- 
quently released. The enemy’s loss is esti- 
mated at 150. 

General Hall Pursues Cailles. 4 

General Hall's expedition, with a force of 
nearly 800 men, through the mountains to 
Binangonan, Province of Infanta, in pursuit 
of the insurgent General Cailles, although it 
discovered no trace of the enemy, encoun- 
tered great hardships onthe march. Twenty 
Chinese porters died and forty men were 
sent into hospital. 

After stationing a garrison of 250 men in 
Binangonan, and visiting Polillo Island, off 
the coast of Infanta Province, General Hall 
and the rest of his force embarked there on 
the transport Garronse. 

Reports from General Young's district 
show a daily increase of insurgents there, 
owing to the fact that recruits are going 
thither from the towns. 

While a detail of the Thirty-third Volunteer 
Infantry was returning from Bangued on 
rafts it was fired upon by insurgents, Ser- 
geant Berdstaller being killed and two pri- 
vates wounded. 

Revising Customs Tariffs. 

The Philippine commission has decided to 
compile the revised Philippines customs 
tariffs from its own investigations, assisted 
by the report of the Army board. The result 
will be forwarded to the United States for 
publication and discussion among those in- 
terested in foreign commerce. 

When the details appear to be satisfactory 
and the draft has been approved by the Sec- 
retary of War, the commission will promul- 
gate it here as a law. 

The measure has taken on a new and inter- 
national* commercial interest, and the course 
of the commisison is heartily commended 


Archbishop Goes North. 

Archbishop Chapelle, who recently left 
Manila, accompanied by several friars, for 
the northern districts of Luzon, under con- 
ditions that aroused the suspicions of the 
Filipinos here that he intended to establish 
the friars in parishes there, was warmly 
welcomed on his arrival at Dagupan. As 
two years have elapsed since an opportunity 
for baptism had been presented, more than 
2,500 persons have been baptized. 

In view of the protest of the parish against 
the appointment of a friar as parish priest, 
Mgr. Chapelle did not attempt to make it. 


DR. CHARLES M. SHELDON 
WALKS TWELVE MILES 
TO AVOID TROLLEY. 


Famous Preacher Has Strenuous Day 
in New York and Brooklyn—He 
Condemns Politics and the Politi- 
cians. 


New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
Charles M. Sheldon of Topeka, Kas., of In 
His Steps fame, preached on The King- 
dom of God and Politics” in the West- 
minster Presbyterian Church in Brooklyn 
today. 

The strenuousness with which Dr. Sheldon 
today lived up to his convictions of the evils 
of Sunday travel by cab or trolley was 
shown by his plodding six miles in the morn- 
ing afoot from Clinton street, Brooklyn, to 
Carnegie Hall, Manhattan, and then back 
again in the evening to Sterling place, 
Brcoklyn. 

In his serman Dr. Sheldon had nothing 
good to say of politicians, and characterized 
the average business-man as one who was 
not following in Christ’s footsteps. He spoke 
powerfully, and at times excitedly. 

O, for a good, Christian politician,’ he 
said. The average politician nowadays re- 
minds me of the Pharisees, whom Christ 
likened to white sepulchers. 

“If Jesus were on earth today he would 
give up business rather than tell a business 

- He would scorn politics. He would pay 
the penalty of the physical life rather than 
deny the power of God.“ 


RAIN FLOODS HAWAIIAN ISLES. 


Serious Property Loss in Honolulu— 
Acres of City Submerged and Resi- 
dents Forced to Flee. 


HONOLULU, Oct. 20, via San Francisco, 
Cal., Oct. 28.—The heaviest rain-storm in the 
islands in two years broke at 7 o’clock on 
Tuesday night. For half an hour the rain 
fell in torrents, and within a short while the 
streets were impassable. The rainfall in 
Nuuanu Valley, about two miles from Hono- 
lulu, was 8.15 inches, and it varied slightly 
near the city. The Nuuanu stream soon was 
Swollen beyond its boundaries and came 
Sweeping down with increasing speed. It 
broke its banks and washed every movable 
object away. 

Acres of the town on both sides of the river 
were submerged to a depth of three feet, and 
some of the houses near the bank were almost 
washed away, the Chinese being driven from 
their homes. The water covered the floors 
two feet deep in some cases. 

A good-sized portion of River street was 
washed away, and the bridge leading to the 
Palama district was carried off. The heaviest. 
rainfall in thé city proper was 4.17 inches, 
while the heaviest on the island was on the 
north side of the mountains, being 9.10 inches. 
A native workman was drowned.

HONOR MRS, BOOTH 


Joliet Convicts Give Her an | 


Affectionate Greeting at 
the Chapel Exercises. — 


EXPRESSED IN A SONG: 


Lines Composed by a Young| 


Penitent, Who Dedicates Them 
to the “Little Mother.“ 


SHE GIVES GOOD ADVICE. 


Yesterday was Little Mother” day at 
the Joliet Penitentiary. After an absence of 
nearly a year, Mrs. Ballington Booth, whose 
efforts in behalf of the inmates of penal 
institutions throughout the United States 
have won for her the appellation of 
Little Mother,“ returned to her boys” 
at Joliet, to be the recipient of a sincere ex- 
pression of affectionate interest, and to for- 
ward the work of reformation which she has 
so successfully begun. 

While the prison orchestra, consisting of 
twenty-eight pieces, played the prelude to 
the morning service, 1,200 expectant men in 
gray uniform filed slowly into the prison 
chapel and took their seats. During the 
singing of the anthem by the choir of male 
voices every eye was fixed upon the door 
through which Mrs, Booth was to enter. 


Convict’s Song of Greeting. 

When it was announced two weeks ago that 
Mrs. Booth was coming to Joliet a young con- 
vict whose heart had been touched by the 
previous appeals of Mrs. Booth undertook 
the composition of a song to be dedicated to 
her. As the last notes of the anthem died 
away the young man, clad in his prison garb, 
made his way to the platform and sang with 
proud emotion the words of his song, set 
to the air of Just Tell Them That You 
Saw Me.“ Mrs. Booth, who had taken her 
seat during the singing of the song, was 
visibly affected. With bowed head she listen- 
ed, while the tears ran down her face, but 
they were tears of joy. In the gallery, where 
fifty or more visitors were seated, there were 
many moist eyes. The song which voiced the 
sentiment of the young convict and his fel- 


lows ran: | 
our blasted hopes are 


wasted lives, 
they'll ne’er come back. 
The lessons we have learned have cost us dear; 
We'll use them in the future in fighting for the 
richt. 
And trying other weary hearts to cheer. 
We'll show to those around us that our lives 
not the same, 
And point them to a kind and loving friend. 
Then, when her loving kindness has won them to 
our side, 
With joyful hearts this message they will send. 
Then came the chorus: 
Just tell our Little Mother that our hearts are 
ever true, 
Our feet are planted on the narrow way; 
And don’t forget to tell her—it will please her well 
to know— 
We're going home to meet her there some day. 
Addresses the Prisoners. 


As Mrs. Booth rose to speak at the close 
of the song the entire audience united in ap- 
plause lasting several minutes. With tears 
in her eyes she said: 

„ can’t tell my boys in Joliet how deep the 


words of that song have sunk into my heart. 


They give me new hope and fresh courage 
to go forward fighting your battles. It has 
been a long time since I saw you last, but I 
have been working hard to earn money for 
my boys so that when they go from this 
place they may have a refuge where they 
may find hope and courage. It has been five 
years now since we began the new life here 
in Joliet, and some of you boys may wonder 
if the little mother loves you as much as she 
did then. Boys, listen: Indeed I do love you 
as much and more than ever, and all the 
mother love in my nature goes out to you.“ 
Since last June Mrs. Booth has given her 
time exclusively to lecturing, the proceeds 
from which she has devoted to the mainte- 
nance of her homes for discharged convicts, 
Hope Hall-in Chicago and a similar institu- 
tion in New York. Her lecturing tour has 
netted $11,000 for the work. It is now her 
intention to undertake the raising of an en- 
dowment fund for the support of the homes 
and the extension of the work. She has 
evolved a plan by which she hopes to secure 
pledges from 1,000 people to give §1 each 


year. 

will succeed, too, boys; never fear about 
that, either,” she told them yesterday. 
„The world will soon be on our side, and 
when you go from these prison walls to begin 
life anew, shielded and encompassed with 
the arms of God's protecting love, you will 
not be an outcast, but the world will open its 
arms to you and give you another trial. 
They will know what I have been trying all 
these years to make them believe, that there 
is yet manhood in your hearts to enable you 
to command the respect and admiration of 
the world.“ 

Give Advice for Future. 

After telling the listening prisoners of the 
success of her work in behalf of the league 
she said: 

The solution of the whole problem lies 
right here with you. It our work is to suc- 
ceed and you are to become honored again in 
this life, it will be because you have been 
redeemed and have the good Lord on your 
side. Boys, it is the up-hill climb that proves 
your strength and courage. It is not an easy 
matter to face your old companions and tell 
them that you can no longer follow in their 
footsteps. I have seen the face of a man 
change in prison after he made his peace 
with God, and that is the only solution of the 
problem which confronts you.” 

In her talk Mrs. Booth cautioned her hear- 
ers against accepting a sentimental view of 
their condition, and urged them to apply 
their intellect to the difficulties which con- 
fronted them. 

“J bring you no sentimental philosophy, 
she said. ‘“ You must fight it out with God, 
not with your hearts, but with your brains. 
Emotion and sentimental feelings will not 
save you. Think. Get your brains to work- 
ing and settle your difficulties on the basis of 

reason.

THE COLLEGE CAMPAIGNS. 
Four years ago the colleges of this coun- 
try were looked upon as mugwump propa- 
gandas. When President Andrews was re- 
leased from Brown University for his ad- 
vocacy of the pestilent 16 to 1 theory sym- 
pathy was expressed for him by college 
faculties so universally as to imply that at 
thattime they too had been infected with the 
same heresy. The student bodies of the va- 
rious universities were quite evenly divided 
in sentiment, and the cheers for McKinley 
in 1896 were no lustier or more numerous 
than those for Bryan. Four years have 
elapsed, however, and the professors have 
had the opportunity to “ restudy the case 
in the light of expansion and prosperity. 
The students also have been taking some 
lessons in the results of a Republican ad- 
ministration and from the standpoint of the 
United States as a world power. 
The change has been marvelous. The 
polls which have been taken all over the 
country show that its colleges, without ex- 
ception, are McKinley colleges so far as 


‘this campaign is concerned. The vast ma- 


jority of the professors now support Mc- 


for him in some cases, nearly so in others, 
and in the remainder they are opposed to 
Bryan at the average ratio of 16 to 1.

There is no more dig- 
nified or proper woman’s college in the coun- 
try than that at Mount Holyoke, The young 
women there have a campaign of their own 
and they will fight it out from start to fin- 
ish. They have divided themselves into 
two factions, each with a machine. They 
will have conventions and nominations, 
form clubs and hold mass-meetings to be 
addressed by spell-binders, closing up with 
a party poll and the vote of an electoral 
college. The campaign will be an interest- 
ing one, though its result is already fore- 
shadowed, as nine-tenths of the undergrad- 
uate body are for McKinley and Roosevelt. 
Still, it will give the young women valua- 
ble object lessons in political campaigns, 
which will be of benefit to them when they 
shall come into their rights. All over the 
country students and professors stand to- 
gether for the principles of the Republican 
party. Education has nothing in common 
with public disorder, class hatred, or any 
other of the conspicuous doctrines of Pop- 
ulism supported by Bryan. 


PUZZLES FOR MR, BRYAN. 

The American Linseed company has 
raised the price of its product several cents 
a gallon. This advance may have been al- 
together warranted by the advance in the 
cost of flaxseed. Whether it was or was 
not, the policy of the large and dominating 
company was imitated at once by the inde- 
pendent concerns which are in the same 
business. Tbey, too, put up their prices to 
about the same figure. They did not deem 
it expedient to make a bid for business by 
keeping their prices decidedly below those 
of the great company. They are competi- 
tors who do not engage in 4 Jar of compe- 
tition. 

The linseed oil industry is by no means 
the only one in which there is a powerful, 
consolidated company, and there are also a 
number of smaller independent concerns 
which, if they charge less for their goods 
than the big concern does, charge only a 
trifle less. If it will let them alone they will 
let it alone. Where such a condition of 
affairs as this exists it cannot properly be 
said that the large consolidated company 
has a monopoly of the business in which 
it is engaged. But that company is classi- 
fied by Mr. Bryan as a “trust,” and he 
wishes to destroy every “trust” in the 
| United States. 

Every one of the great modern industrial 
corporations which owns many mills or fac- 
tories, which once were the property of 
smaller companies, is a “trust” to Mr. 
Bryan, and whether it has or bas not a 
monopoly of the business it carries on must 
be crushed out. The sugar trust has to 
fight active and distressing competition, but 
on Mr. Bryan’s theory it is a trust and 
must be destroyed. 

If Mr. Bryan were President he would 
say that the American Linseed company, 
which is the owner of a large number of 
mills, was a trust.“ To punish it he would 
put linseed oil on the free list. Then all 
the smaller companies which are earning a 
living outside the trust would be sub- 
jected like it to foreign competifion and 
would suffer more from that competition 
than it would, because they would be 
weaker. 

The American Sugar Refining company, 
being a “ trust,” would be denied by Presi- 
dent Bryan a license to sell its goods out- 
side the State where they were made. But 
a license would not be refused to the Ar- 
buckle company, its competitor, which never 
has been called a “trust.” Then the latter 
company would have a monopoly of the 
sugar trade—a monopoly given it by Mr. 
Bryan when he destroyed its competitor. 

Mr. Bryan says the Federal and some 
other steel companies are “trusts.” They 
are the product of consolidation, and they 
have water in their stock. He would de 
stroy them. But the greatest of steel com- 
panies, the one which all the others look up 
to, is the Carnegie company. It has no 
water in its stock. It is not the child of con- 
solidation. It has grown up from small be- 
ginnings to its present size because man- 
aged by a man of singular business ability. 
If Mr. Bryan were President and were true 
to his theories he would grant a federal li- 
cense to the Cartiegie company to sell its 
products in every State and would refuse 
licenses to other steel companies. Then he 
would make the Carnegie company a colos- 
sal monopoly. 

As Mr. Carnegie has built up an enor- 
mous business so has Mr. Armour. The 
latter, for convenience sake, has changed 
into a corporation, what was previously a 


copartnership. There is no element of a

WISCONSIN’S CONGRESSMEN. . 

Wisconsin has a solid Republican delega- 
tion in the National House of Representa- 
tives, and of the ten Congressmen now sit- 
ting it has wisely nominated nine for re- 
election. The dean of the Wisconsin delega- 
tion is Henry A. Cooper of the First Dis- 
trict, who has been in Congress since 1892 
and is now at the head of the important 
Committee on Insular Affairs. He was a 
member of the Rivers and Harbors commit- 
tee in the last Congress and is one of the 
influential men of the House. There is no 
doubt about his reélection. 

No less than five of Wisconsin's nomi- 
nees began their Congressional careers in 
1894. One of these—Joseph W. Babcock 
of the Third District—has a genius for 
political management, which has given him 
the post of chairman of the Congressional 
Campaign committee since his first ad- 
vent at Washington. He has been promi- 
nently identified with Wisconsin lumber in- 
terests for nearly twenty years. Mr. Bab- 
cock will be reélected. 

Theobald Otjen has represented the 
Fourth District since 1894 and deserves to 


‘be reélected. This is about the only close 


district in the State, being a city district 
in Milwaukee. But Mr. Otjen is justly 
popular with the laboring men, and there 
is every reason to believe that he will be 
reflected. His plurality two years ago was 
over 1,800. 

In the Fifth District Samuel S. Barney 
is opposed by the most active candidate 
who has run against him since he began 
his Congressional career six years ago, but 
he had a plurality of nearly 4,000 votes in 
1898, and there is no doubt he will again 
be elected. Mr. Barney was formerly a 
superintendent of schools and is a lawyer of 
ability. 

Edward S. Minor of the Eighth has served 
well in three Congresses. He merits reélec- 
tion and will get it. He is a veteran of 
the civil war, having enlisted in the Sec- 
ond Wisconsin Cavalry in 1861. He served 
throughout the war and was mustered out 
a Lieutenant. His subsequent business 
career was marked by a long period as 
superintendent of the Sturgeon Bay Ship 
Canal. 

The Tenth District also has a civil war 
veteran as its Representative, for John J. 
Jenkins served with the Sixth Wisconsin 
Infantry. Mr. Jenkins has represented this 
district since 1894 and will do so in the 
next Congress. He has held numerous of- 
fices of trust, including that of County 
Judge, member of the Assembly, and Dis- 
trict Attorney for the Territory of Wyoming 
under Grant. 

James H. Davidson of Oshkosh has served 
the Sixth District since 1896, and will be 
reélected, as the district is solidly Repub- 
lican. He was chairman of the Repub- 
lican Congressional committee of his dis- 
trict for six years and has thoroughly es- 
tablished his place as a useful member of 
his party and a good Representative. In 
the Second District Herman B. Dahle, an 
able and popular citizen of Norwegian 
parentage, will undoubtedly be again elect- 
ed. Though he made his first appearance 
in Wisconsin politics when sent to Con- 
gress two years ago, the farmers in his 
district like him for his good work on the 
oleomargarine bill: Another member now 
serving his first term is John J. Esch of 
the Seventh, one of the youngest men in 
Congress, but a man of recognized ability 
and popularity. He will be reglected by an 
immense majority. 

The one entirely new candidate is Webster 
E. Brown of the Ninth District. He was 
graduated a quarter of a century ago from 
the State University and has since become 
one of the leading lumber manufacturers 
of Wisconsin. Though he has never sought 
office the office has often sought him, and 
he is one of the most widely known and 
popular men in the northern part of the 
State. Wisconsin can do no better than 
to elect every one of these ten Republicans 
to represent its interests at Washington 
for the next two years. 


CHICKENS COMING HOME TO . 

The passage of the distranchising amend- 
ment in North Carolina and the bitterness 
with which the campaign there is waged 
against the interests of the negro are al- 
ready bearing fruits which were not ex- 
pected by the white Democrats of that 
State. As the negroes are no longer fix- 
tures there, but are free to go or stay, many 
of them have decided to go. This has proved 
a serious embarrassment to the Democratic 
white farmers, who are just now engaged 
in gathering their cotton crops. They can- 
not get white help and black help has 
begun an exodus which is increasing daily. 

Royal Daniel, secretary of the conven- 
tion of Commissioners of Agriculture of the 
Southern States, writes to the Atlanta Jour- 
nal that 600 negroes have left Raleigh 


alone and adds: “ They will continue to go 


in spite of the antagonisms in New York, 
Pennsylvania., Washington, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, and elsewhere. The whites would 
do well to face the situation coolly, the 
negroes are on the move.” The Chariotte 
(N. C.) Observer testifies to the same ef- 
fect and says: The negro is a failure as 
a voter, but he has his uses as a farm 
laborer, and there is no doubt that the 
farmers in some sections of the State 
are sorely put to it for help to pick their 
cotton crops. It is right to exclude these 
people from the ballot, but it is suicidal to 
drive them by bad treatment out of the 
State.” The Raleigh Post warns the North 
Carolina farmers not to raise the race issue 
and says: 


It this exodus keeps on these land owners and 
farmers will be in a worse condition than they 
have been since the war and will have no one to 
thank for it save the arrant demagogues whose 
reckless imbecility is only equaled by their un- 
blushing and selfish aspirations. 


It looks as if this were but the begin- 
ning of the end and that the negro at 
last is bound to resent the injustice which 
has been done to him, not alone in frequent 
outrages commited outside the fornis of law 
which are reserved for white persons, but 
in invasions and denials of his constitutional 
rights. No longer anchored to the soil, but 
having liberty of movement he is elect- 
ing to go elsewhere and take his chances,

The mak- 
ing of this promise in the treaty was not 
unconstitutional, and the fulfilling of it by 
the Executive is anything but unconstitu- 
tional. 

With the Philippines the case is entirely 
different. Congress made no promise of in- 
dependence, and the treaty “ cedes to the 
United States the archipelago.” ‘With the 
ratification of the treaty the Philippine Is- 
lands became American territory. To haul 
down the flag in those islands without the 
action of Congress would be a violation of 
the constitution by any President who at- 
tempted it. To haul down the flag in Cuba 
in accordance with the directions of Con- 
gress, after peace and a stable government 
have been established, is for the President 
to fulfill his constitutional obligations. The 
difference is vital, and if Mr. Bryan is any- 
thing of a lawyer he knows this. The dis-

WHY GIRLS READ BOYS BOOKS. 

Within the last thirty years an entire new 
literature has grown up in this country in 
the shape of books specially written for 
boys and girls. Juvenile bopks now consti- 
tute perhaps one-third of the total holiday 
output of the publishing houses. A curious 
feature of the case is found in the fact that 
there are three or four books for boys where 
there is one for girls. Why should this be 
so? Boys are no more given to reading than 
girls are, it so much. Yet every year shows 
an increasing discrimination against the 
feminine half of our youthful readers. An 
actual count of the Juvenile books received 
by Tue Trisune reviewer since the open- 
ing of the fall season shows a proportion of 


nearly five to one in favor of the boys’ books 


of adventure. | 

An explanation for this state of affairs is 
offered by Everett T. Tomlinson, a writer 
of juveniles, in the November Atlantic. He 
says the girls are reading the boys’ books, 
and rather prefer them to the milder and 
more preachy books written especially for 
girls. He cites the case of a maiden of 12 
who recently made out a list of sixty-eight 
“favorite books at the request of a prom- 
inent librarian. Twenty-seven of the sixty- 
eight were books written especially for boys 
and only eight were books for girls; the 
rest were works equally well adapted to 
either class. Thus, while few boys can be 
found who will read books written for girls, 
the converse is markedly true, and. the 
sisters are reading their brothers’. books 
with almost as much avidity as the boys 
themselves. The publishers have not been 
slow to note the fact, and are issuing an 


increasing number of books that appeal to 


boys and girls alike. The distinction be- 
tween the two classes of books is rapidly 
disappearing. 

Mr. Tomlinson explains these changes by 
ascribing them te the more active outdoor 
life of the girl of today. The days when 
girls remained indoors and worked sam- 
plers and guarded their complexions have 
ceased to be. Girls and boys now hold their 
own together on the golf links, on the tennis 
grounds, or with the bicycle. Girls go to 
see athletic games and are themselves ac- 
quainted with the gymnasium. As a nat - 
ural consequence the literature of action, 
which appeals so powerfully to boys, has its 
attraction for the girls as well. 

The change is only the most recent step 
in the movement away from the artificial 
and often mawkish Sunday school book of a 
generation ago, which was pe beginning of 
modern juvenile fiction. e time seems 
to have come when girls as well as boys de- 
mand fiction characters with red blood in 
their veins, and neither is content with the 
promise of an early demise and a cherub 
carved on his or her tombstone. It is a 
matter for congratulation that healthful 
juvenile books of the newer and better kind 
are to be had in abundance. . 


VOTERS AND POPULATION. 

A comparison of the census returns and 
of the registration figures in a number 
of cities shows a surprising difference in 
the ratio of voters to population, a differ- 
ence which in some instances it is dif- 
ficult to explain. In the Greater New 
York there are 100 registered voters for 
every 532 inhabitants, and in the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronx, being the 
old city, there are 100 out of every 502. 
In Boston there are 100 out of 523, in 
Chicago 100 out of 420, in St. Louis 100 
out of 419, in Buffalo 100 out of 480, 
in Detroit 100 out of 478, and in Phila- 
delphia 100 out of 390. 

The population of the old City of New 
York exceeds that of Chicago by 152,000 
and yet the latter has nearly 30,000 more 
registered voters. This has led some per- 
sons, who can see no reason why the ratio 
of voters to population should differ ma- 
terially in the two cities, to jump at the 
conclusion that Chicago must have the 
2,000,000 inhabitants given it by the school 
census instead of the 1,698,000 of the fed- 
eral census. This assumption that there 
cannot be 100 registered voters out of 
every 420 inhabitants of Chicago may or 


‘may not be true of the city as a whole; 


there certainly are that many in Hyde Park. 
In each of the three wards into which that 
town is divided the federal exceeds the 
school enumeration, and hence the correct- 
ness of the former will not be disputed. 
Taking it as a basis, there are 100 voters

NEW ROLES IN YACHTING, 


CHANGES MADE BY THE INLAND 


LAKES ASSOCIATION. 


Abandonment of the Water-Line 


Measurement Is the Most Radical of 
the Innovations ‘Decided On at the 
Recent Meeting—New Restrictions 
as te Thickness of Planking and 
Size of Timbers—Next Year’s Chan- 
pionship to Be in September. 


{BY E. d. B. HAYMON.] 
All Western yachtsmen are interested in 


the vital changes in rules enacted at a special 
meeting of delegates to the Inland Lakes 
Yachting association a few days ago. The 
association's annual meeting at Lake 
Geneva last August forecasted a revolution 
in the rules governing the construction of 
yachts sailing for the championship of the 
inland lakes, and those who advocated a 
more wholesome type of boat have not been 
disappointed. 


The most radical change was the abandon- 


ment of waterline measurements, which had 


come to be regarded as a nuisance and some- 


thing of a fake. With it goes the subter- 


fuge that a yacht entitled to carry a crew 


weighing 650 pounds might be measured 
with 450 pounds of dead weight on board. 
Scarcely less radical are the new restric- 


tions as to thickness of planking and size of 
timbers. 
Another important feature of the new 


rules is the limit to weight of centerboards; 
a second is the ultimatum that the club of a 
jib or spinnaker must not exceed 10 per cent 


of the base of the fore triangle; a third is the 
ruling that the spinnaker boom shall not be 


lashed forward of the mast; a fourth is the 
final blow at anything approaching a double- 


hull boat; a fifth is the doing away of the 
rule requiring dir cans or airtight bulkheads; 


a sixth is the decision that yachts must not 
change the weight of fixed ballast or center- 


board during a series of races; and another 
particularly noteworthy innovation is the 
insistance that yachts shall be sailed by 


amateurs in all regattas held by the asso- 
ciation.

It Whole Church Membership Commits 

to Memory Chapter in Question 90 
Der Cent of Them Will Be Regis- 
~ tered for a Change Within Ninety 
Days — Fidelity to Truth Demands 


The Rev. Dubois H. Loux preached at 
Crerar Chapel yesterday morning on the 
necessity of revising the Presbyterian Con- 
. fession of Faith. He proposed a simple, cer- 
tain way to reach creed revision—viz: Have 
the whole church membership memorize 
chapter III. and thereafter meet together 
in the several churches for discussion. 
Ninety per cent of the membership, he said, 
would thus be registered for revision within 
ninety day 

Fidelity to the truth demands the re- 
vision of the Confession of Faith as far as 
chapter III. is concerned,“ said Mr. Loux, 
“ because as it now stands it does violence 
to God’s word. It is well known that we 

Profess to build our creed on the teachings 

of the Bible, and that great care has been 
exercised to print beneath every statement 
4 the passages of scripture warranting the 
"* “Specific doctrine. For instance, chapter III., 
= which treats in fifty-one lines the subject of 
God's foreordaining decree, has more than 
thrice as many lines of scripture as foot- 
notes, leaving the reader to judge the validity 

of the evidence in support of this doctrine. 

“So far good, but examination of these 
scriptural references reveals the fact that 
there has been a studied avoidance of the 

1 Verse and clause which is the keystone of 
* the doctrine of election. 

* “Why is Romans viil., 28, and viil., 30, 
‘quoted, but vili., 29, omitted? Why begin 
with the second step (verse 300: Wnom he

of election—and where were the justifica- 
tion necessary if man had not been on trial?
